Jailer Russell returned from San 
Diego last evening, bringing with him 
the defaulting Santa Fe ticket agent, 
Rudolph F. Kirste. The train was over 
an hoar late, so that the unfortunate 
man and the officers who accompanied 
him did not get to Los Angeles nntil 
about half past ten. 
When seen by a 
H e r a l d reporter, Kirste was already in 
bed and he declined to say anything un­ 
til he should have talked with a lawyer 
to-day. 
The fugitive was captured at 8 o’clock 
Monday night just as he was going on 
board one of the steamers which ply be­ 
tween San Diego and Ensenada to make 
his way to Mexico oat of tbe reach of 
American authority. He had shipped 
under the name of J. H. Jones. It was 
known that he had taken the train to 
Colton Sunday night and from there had 
Íone to San Diego by way of Santa Ana. 
t was supposed that he wonld make an 
effort to get down into Old Mexico and the 
railroads and steamships were watched. 
The arresting officer was Deputy Sheriff 
Allen, of San Diego. By the time Mr. 
Russell appeared on the scene the man 
was already in custody. When he was 
searched he was found to have only a 
small sum of money, $38.35, in his pos­ 
session. In one of his pockets there was 
a little bottle of morphine, which he said 
he had picked up on the train going 
down. As he is not addicted to the 
morphine habit, it is quite probable that 
he had obtained the poison with the in­ 
tention of committing suicide should an 
opportunity present itself. He had 
also on his person a ticket by 
the motor road to Tia Juana, 
showing that he had at one time intended 
to go by that route. On the way back he 
had very little to say, and showed by his 
sighs and the expression of his face' that 
he was suffering intense mortification 
and regret. Mr. Russell made some 
reference to his having picked out a poor 
locality through which to escape. “I 
came down here just a little while ago,1 
said the officer, "to get another one of 
you fellows.” 
"You mean Harry McCauley,” said 
Kirste. 
“That is the man,” said Russell. 
“ Yes, and he was iust such another 
cursed fool as I have been,” said the de 
faulter. 
On being asked as to what he proposed 
to do about his betrayal of trust, Kirste 
said that his only hope was that his 
friends might succeed in squaring things 
with the company in some way so as to 
get him off but that he had little hope.

Leo Pac Jung, the Chinese interpreter 
of the Union Pacific’s service, looked 
very sad when a H e r a l d man hailed 
him yesterday morning. The cause of 
his depression was explained by a tele­ 
gram which- he handed to the scribe and 
which read as follows; “Chen Ah Yuen 
has abducted Sing How. Do all you can 
in the case.” 
Leo explained that Sing How was the 
wife of his cousin,. Leo Chin, who re­ 
sided in San Buenaventura. Chen Ah 
Yuen is a highbinder and bears a par­ 
ticularly bad reputation, being, it'is said, 
the murderer of a fellow countryman 
in the Flowery Kingdom. 
He has 
on a previous occasion attempted 
toabdnct Sing How, who is a Celestial 
beauty of twenty summers, his purpose 
being to sell her to the owner of a house 
of ill-fame. This time he has succeeded, 
and |Leo Chin, her husband, is frantic, 
and is keeping the wires hot all along 
the coast in his endeavors to locate his 
winning bride. Leo Jung) says that he 
does not think she is in this city, but he 
will make a thorough search, and has 
ordered the same to be done in San Fran­ 
cisco. When asked if the custom of sell­ 
ing Chinawomen to keepers of brothels 
prevailed to any extent in this country, 
Leo replied, “Oh, yes, it is often done. 
The women are shipped out here 
from China for the purpose, and are 
practically slaves. When resold here they 
are worth from $700 to $1,000 or $1,200 
each, and as Sing How is young and 
pretty she will bring the limit, and was 
therefore a good prize for her abductor. 
When he goes to sell her there will be 
no questions asked because the people 
engaged in the business are simply 
without principle at all. I have seen them 
at San Francisco take the women from 
house to house when a transfer was be­ 
ing made, and they always had them 
tied and sometimes chained for fear they 
wonld escape.” 
Leo Pac Jong is one of the most intel­ 
ligent Chinamen who ever visited the 
city. He has resided in the United 
States for ten years and is a Christian 
and a hard worker for the Baptist 
Church. He is assistant superintendent 
of the Rock Springs Coal Mines in Wyo­ 
ming, where 600 men are employed, and 
has come here in search of more Chinese 
workmen because he was informed that 
there were a large number of unemployed 
Mongolians in Loa Angeles at the present 
time.

The last regalar meeting of the Police 
Commissioners for the year w as held in 
Mayor Bryson’s private office, in the new 
Bryson-Bonebrake Block, yesterday after­ 
noon at 2 o’clock. After the three mem­ 
bers of the Board and Clerk Biuford had 
settled into their places, therewas little 
room in the confines of the apartm ent for 
anyone else: however, Chief of Police- 
elect Cooney and several newspaper re­ 
porters managed to squeeze in. 
The 
Mayor apologized for his cram ped quar­ 
ters by explaining that the large room 
adjoining was being fitted up for a coun­ 
cil cham ber, and would be ready for oc­ 
cupancy* oef ore the next meeting. In an­ 
swer to the question as to w hat accommo­ 
dations would be made for reporters, he 
stated that a reporter’s table would be 
provided, and if th at was not sufficient 
he would provide an elevator to heist 
them into the building and save the 
weary news hunters the trouble of walk­ 
ing up stairs. 
The corridors leading to the M ayor’s 
office were crowded with the burly forms 
of a large number of both nervy and ner­ 
vous individuals, who, it was learned, 
aspired to be the city’s protectors under 
the new regime; for the impression had 
gone forth that something would be done 
a t the meeting yesterday in regard to re­ 
organizing the force. 
When the meeting was called to order 
on the desk before the Clerk lay a big 
pile of letters and envelopes that were 
suggestive of applications for positions. 
The im portant business of the meeting 
seemed to be centered in these, but some 
routine m atters had first to be attended 
to. 
The resignation of £ . F. Phelan was 
read and accepted. 
Chief Benedict stated th a t he had ap­ 
pointed Frank Steel, a regular officer 
under suspension, to special duty, to fill 
the vacancy caused by th e suspension 
and resignation of Mr. Phelan. The ap­ 
pointm ent was confirmed. 
The bill fir three dozen pairs of bro­ 
gans at $15 per dozen, for shoeing the 
chaingang, was allowed. 
A bill of $23 
for repairing the two lanterns on the 
patrol wagon was considered excessive 
and referred to Mr. K uhrts for investiga­ 
tion. 
Five applications for license to open 
new saloons were laid over to be consid­ 
ered at the next regular meeting after 
the New Year. 
The applications for places on the po­ 
lice force having been reached, Clerk 
Binford was about to read the nam es of 
the applicants,but Mr. K uhrts intervened 
a motion th at they be filed w ithout read­ 
ing, to be considered at th e pleasure of 
the Board. The motion carried. 
So the 
list of applicants was not made known, 
but the size cf the pile of envelopes indi­ 
cated that about all the mem bers of the 
present force were candidates for re 
appointm ent, and that m any outside 
aspirants were anxious to put on the 
blue cloth and helmets and pose as “ the 
finest.” 
W hen pressed by the newspaper men 
as to when action would be taken on the 
reorganization of the force, the Commis­ 
sioners gave them to understand that the 
m atter would be considered in executive 
session, and that after receiving his com­ 
mission next Monday, the new Chief of 
Police would be given a list of his subor­ 
dinates, which would be posted in the 
police station at that tim e, and until 
then the public would not know any­ 
thing as to the composition of the new 
force, except by conjecture or as learned 
by means unknown to the Board. It was 
decided to hold a special session next 
Monday afternoon for this purpose. 
The last m atter brought before the 
Board by Chief Benedict, in his present

sion looked at the m atter as a business 
affair, and had determined to act for the 
citv as they would for themselves. 
There are several candidates for the 
Captaincy, among whom are Thomas J 
M cCarthy, Em il H arris, H . C. McKen 
zie, Chas. Cruz, Tommy Botello and 
Sergeant Davis. There will be another 
conference of the new Board to-day, at 
which it is expected th e Captaincy will 
be settled.

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T H E HANKINS CASE. 


The Defense Introduces Its Testi­ 
mony.? 
The case of Erastus H ankins, charged 
with the m urder of W illiam £ verson, at 
Florence, is still on trial before Judge 
Cheney. 
The 
pioceedings yesterday 
were opened by the introduction of the 
evidence of Mrs. L. A. C lark, who had 
eeen the body of deceased lying in the 
road. 
Her evidence did not disclose any 
new facts. 
Joseph H ankins, the father of de­ 
fendant, related a conversation with 
Everson, in which he claim ed that 
Erastus H ankins owed him something 
The defense here asked that th e charge 
against Erastus H ankins be dismissed. 
The motion was denied. 
Several hours were consumed by the 
attorneys for the defense in reading affi­ 
davits of numerous people in Nevada, 
who testified thac the character of the 
defendant was good. 
C. A. Canfield testified th a t he had 
had a conversation with Everson about 
Erastus H ankins the day before Ever­ 
son’s death. 
Everson said that Hankins 
owed him $100 and th a t he wanted wit­ 
ness to stop H ankins from taking his 
goods away. 
H e thought H ankins was 
going to move 
without paying him. 
Everson said, referring to H ankins, that 
he was going to get even with him and 
called him a vile name. 
C. Dutcher testified that Everson had 
told him he did not like H ankins and 
that he would get away w ith him yet. 
He seem ed tojbe aggrieved over some 
deal. The witness had told H ankins of 
this conversation. 
W. Woodbury testified that H ankins’ 
character was good. H e had known 
him in W hite Pine county, Nevada. 
R. McMenony testified that he bad 
known H ankins in W hite Pine county, 
Nevada, and his reputation for peace 
and quiet was good. 
R. Nadeau testified that H ankins and 
Everson had a conversation while he 
was present, in which Everson and H an­ 
kins called each other nam es. 
Everson 
called H ankins the nam es first, and 
H ankins called them back. 
Everson 
claimed that H ankins owed him money. 
Everson and H ankins went off together, 
and when Everson came back he said 
H ankins had settled with him . 
Joseph H ankins was called corrobor­ 
ated the testimony of Mr. Nadeau, and 
said th a t after the settlem ent Everson 
said he would have satisfaction out of his 
son Erastus. Everson had talked un­ 
favorably about Erastus H ankins for five 
or six m onths.

Brennan, the Port Costa Giant, and it 
will take an exceptionally clever man as 
his opponent to avoid being knocked out 
in short order. 
'There is one thing about McAuliffe 
that is different from all the fighters 
with whom I have had any experience. 
He is modest and gentlem anly in his 
m anners and has got good common 
sense. 
In most cases of managing pugi­ 
lists one has to treat them like slaves 
and force them to do w hat is wanted, but 
with him it is quite different. 
He can 
see at a glance what is best for him and 
if be agrees to do a thing it can be re­ 
lied on that he will do it.

W adsworth comes this way but seldom, 
and there are but few left who can con­ 
trast the changes in this city farther back 
th an he can. During the Mexican war 
Mr. W adsworth was an officer in the 
navy, and the vessel he was on was for a 
tim e stationed at San Pedro. 
H e took 
part in some of the land engagements 
here, and was with the expedition that 
brought the cannons now in front of the 
C ourt House to this city. 


T h e Nebraska adm irers of General 
H arrison, who sent him a sod house as a 
memento of their esteem, will have their 
noses put sadly out of joint when they 
hear that their present has been so 
cavalierly treated as not to be even ac­ 
cepted by the President-elect, but let go 
to sale to pay for the freight charges. 
It seems th at this sod house was got up 
on a grand scale, and would cover 
several acres when set up.

S t e a m b o a t disasters of a m o B t shock­ 
ing character have occurred a t very short 
intervals of late. But a few days ago the 
wires gave us an appalling account of the 
burning of tbe steam er Kate Adams, near 
M emphis, with the loss of thirty-five 
lives. 
Y esterday we published a thrill­ 
ing account of the burning of the steam er 
John H. H anna, near PlaquemjHe, on 
the Ouachita river. The loss of life was 
only less than in the case 
of 
the 
Adams because th ere were fewer people 
on board. 
Bnt the dreadful character of 
th e closing agonies of some of the unfor­ 
tunates on this steam er are w ithout par­ 
allel in kindred disasters. The Captain, 
Jam es S. Holmes, a true m an who did his 
duty bravely to th e last, suffered a terrible 
death. In trying to get ashore he became 
fastened in the m nd, and was held there 
w hilst the blazing steam er swung around 
against tbe spot w here he was im pris­ 
oned and literally roasted him alive. 
The same terrible death was suffered by 
others. Scenes like these are too har­ 
rowing to dwell upon. They are awfol 
a t any time, b at one could wish that they 
would not come in to m ar th e good feel­ 
ing created by the holidays. 


I k e ■l(kt»of»W ay Deadlock- 
The people of this city greatly regret 
that the right-of-way question to tbe 
new depot has not been settled, and the 
beantifnl new building opened to traffic 
before this. 
It has now got into a 
muddle which will take the utm ost good 
humor, both on the part of the railroad 
authorities and on that of a large num­ 
ber of property-holders, to bring it to a 
satisfactory conclusion. 
Looking at the 
question in its large aspect, nobody can 
blame th e people living in the ban 
Pedro street section for being desirous of 
having the tracks removed from that 
street. 
The 
company 
has 
a fran 
chise 
to 
ran 
over 
that 
street 
for about thirty-seven years yet. The 
city has grown np against it from all 
directions prodigiously in tbe last few 
years, and the railroad necessarily be­ 
comes a m atter of deep concern to those 
who see th at its removal would greatly 
enhance the value of their property. In 
this view of the case the whole city is 
concerned, for the im provem ent and 
progress of one portion favorably affects 
all parts of the city. Therefore, it is not 
to be wondered at that when the com­ 
pany came 
toa 
make a new deal 
in which there was a chance that the 
rails wonld be 
removed from San 
Pedro street, the people interested should 
be very anxious to open to the public one 
of its most im portant and promising 
arterial thoroughfares. 
If this could be 
done without m aterially affecting the 
road, everybody would be glad to see it 
accomplished. 
By a singular and unforeseen combina­ 
tion of circumstances two distinct routes 
have been brought into prominence—tbe 
Briswaiter and the Pine street. 
As be­ 
tween these two routes across to Alameda 
street the people of Loe Angeles would 
naturally favor the one which would 
be of 
tbe 
greatest 
advantage to 
their c ity ; and as the Briswalter route 
would relieve tbe whole length of San 
Pedro street of the track, - whilst the 
Pine-street crossing would still leave a 
mile of San Pedro street to be used by 
the company, it is not to be wondered at 
that a strong popular inclination in fa­ 
vor of the former route has 
been 
developed. As between the two routes 
there can be no doubt which would be 
the beet for the city. Nor are we suf­ 
ficiently versed in the mysteries of rail­ 
roading to 
know 
why, in 
a rail­ 
road 
eense, 
the 
Briswalter 
route 
would not be better for the company 
than the Pine street route. It reaches 
the m ain track 
on 
Alameda street 
through a less populous portion of the 
city, and is consequently safer and less 
liable to accidents that might result in 
damages to the company. 
B ut we do not see why tbe fact that the 
people of this city have favored the lower 
route should justify such reflections as 
were contained in Mr. Towne’s published 
letter. It does not follow becausa we are 
trying to make the best term s for our 
city in this new right-of-way deal, that 
the people of Los Angeles are inimical to 
the company and endeavoring to keep 
it from reaching its new depot. 
This is 
very far from the truth. Our people are, 
on the contrary, very anxious that it 
Should reach the new depot. Nor is it 
just or reasonable on the part of Mr. 
Towne to place oar people in a false atti­ 
tude and then, on the strength of that, 
to intim ate that the company will go 
elsewhere with their projected workshops. 
We can hardly believe that this is the 
sense 
of 
the 
men 
at 
the 
head 
of 
the 
corporation. 
They 
surely 
would not take the untenable stand 
th a t because of a controversy of this 
character they would be justified in pun­ 
ishing the city, for that is what Mr. 
Towne’s rem arks infer. 
The company is right when it tries to 
make the best terms it can for itself 
when dealing with the city. 
So, on the 
other hand, the city is right when m ak­ 
ing a deal with the railroad to procure 
such public advantages as it can with 
reason and decency insist upon. How­ 
ever this deadlock may end, no fair- 
minded man 
can 
take 
exceptions 
to 
the 
attitude of 
the people of 
Los Angeles. Between the two pro­ 
posed lines of crossing to Alameda 
street they have a choice. 
The one 
which is of the most advantage to the 
city ie the one they urge the company to 
adopt. This is their right, and the least 
said about their trying to keep the com­ 
pany from the new depot the better. 
W hether this is a real estate operation 
on either side of the controversy in either 
or both routes is a m atter of entire in­ 
difference to the people. 
W hat they 
want is to see the question settled in the 
way that will be beat for the city, and 
without detrim ent or injury to the rail­ 
road. 


I t is understood that Mayor Bryson 
has very set and well-defined views 
about the m atter of disposing of the city 
sewage. 
H e says he will not approve 
oi any ordinance which grants money for 
the parpóse of receiving and disinfecting 
the sewage by any process now in use, 
because he does not believe that such pro­ 
cess is suited to this city, or the best that 
can be adopted. He believes in an outfall 
sewer to the sea, and with reference to 
the utilization of the sewage for irrigation 
and fertilization of the lands between the 
city and the ocean, he would favor the 
establishm ent of gates in the sewer 
at the points from which the parties 
requiring it would wish to take it. 
His 
idea ie that a system indispensable to 
flat cities is not needed here. 
We have 
sufficient fall to the ocean to drain oar 
city thoroughly by gravitation, and he 
belie vea that whatever system we adopt 
ought to be carried out on this principle. 
It is the best we can adopt, because it is 
natural to our topography, and will 
prove the cheapest and most satisfactory 
in the end. The Mayor, holding these 
views, stands as an effectual barrier 
against the adoption of the several propo­ 
sitions that have been before the Coun­ 
cil to dispose of the sewage of the city by 
cipage.

Orate in Chicago.

C h i c a g o , 
December 26.—Hand-bills 
were widely distributed to-day announc­ 
ing th a t Mrs. Lacy Parsons, wife of the 
executed Anarchist, would lecture in 
W averly Hall to-night. One of the bills 
was handed to Chief of Police Ilubbard, 
who sent Lieutenant Laughlin to Mr. 
Laurie, of the hall, with instructions to 
order him to not onen the place. 
Mr. 
Laurie was not satisfied with the mes­ 
sage and called immediately upon the 
Chief. 
“ I shall send an officer to you 
to-night,” said the Chief to Laurie, 
“ who will dem and the key of the lmll from 
you. 
He will then station a policeman 
at the door who will forbid admission to 
the hall. 
You are perfectly helpless in 
the m atter, and any responsibility there 
is will be upon the police.” The woid- 
ing of the subject of the lecture was a 
trifle ambiguous in that it might include 
any or all phases of anarchy and social­ 
ism. There was no doubt in the minds 
of the police that Mrs. Parsons intended 
to say something to cause her arrest. 
Said Chief H ubbard: 
‘‘Mrs. Parsons 
can advertise herself all she pleases, but 
we will not help her to do it. 
We have 
private information that she intended to 
make a violent anarchistic harangue, 
then we would have been compelled to 
arrest her. Tbe attem pted lecture was 
simply for effect. 
It is well known that 
Mrs. Parsons can’t refrain from talking 
on anarchy if she gets a chance, and we 
will not experim ent with her. 
She 
simply can’t speak in Chicago.” 


t h e p o l ic e w o n . 
The police programme was carried out 
precisely, and there vas no lecture nor 
meeting. 
For three hours the narrow 
stairway lei d.ng • the hall was crowded 
with A narchist sympathizers who, how­ 
ever, took the situation rather good- 
naturedly. Mrs. Parsons was among 
them . 
‘‘Is 
this what you 
call 
a 
free country?” suddenly broke 
out 
the A narchist widow as she waved aloft 
a big red handkerchief which had been 
concealed in her muff. “ They would not 
think of trying to stop such a meeting as 
this in London or Scotland. Anarchists 
march through the streets of Londor 
singing the M arseillaise, and are not 
interrupted; yet they call Ibis country 
free.” 
A narchist George Schilling then drew 
the attention of everybody by announcing 
that the Chief of Police had said there 
was no law to stop meetings, but that lie 
was going to do it and the public senti­ 
ment would back him. 


“ a f t e r p e r s e c u t io n , r e v o l u t io n , ” 
Shouted a wild-looking youth on an 
upper step. 
H e quickly subsided at a 
shrill call from Mrs. Parsons, though the 
glow on her swarthy face and the flash 
in her eye certainly did not indicate 
pleasure. The youth said he m eant to 
say 
“ evolution,” 
and 
everybody 
laughed derisively. The police were 
denounced in strong terms, and several 
enthusiasts urged Mrs. Parsons to deliver 
her address, but cool heads decided that 
it would be bad policy, and in small 
groups the Anarchists gradually left the 
vicinity. 
Two arrests were made. A man named 
Leichner was particularly loud-mouthed 
in the crowd at the hail and was taken 
intocustody as disorderly. 
He and hi6 
captors were followed through the streets 
by half a hundred people, one of them , 
nam ed Robt. Burns, imitated Leichner’s 
conduct and was also placed under ar­ 
rest.

COWARDLY CRIMES. 


The Remains of a Murdered 
Man Found. 


A 
DARK

P h i l a d e l p h i a , December 26.—A party 
of boys, while playing in E ast Fairm ount 
Park to-day. in the vicinity of the new 
city reservoir, found two bundles in a 
section of a new 36-inch water main 
stored there which contained the muti­ 
lated rem ains of a hum an body. Evi­ 
dently a most horrible m urder had been 
committed. The legs had been cut off 
close to the trunk, the left one having 
been cut with a sharp knife and the bone 
sawed through. The other leg was like­ 
wise cut and the bone was partly sawed. 
On tbe trunk were three shirts, the outer 
one being made of dark flannel. 
A 
leather strap was around the waist. The 
arm s were not severed from the body, 
b ut were tied in front at the wrists with a 
stout cord. The head was crushed in a 
horrible m anner at the back, and there 
were 
three 
terrible 
knife 
wounds 
on the side of the face. The left 
jaw 
was also 
broken. 
The 
body 
is evidently that of a German, probably 
about 35 years of age. Near the place 
where the bundles 
were placed was 
found a portion of a newspaper dated 
December 5, the appearance of which 
indicated that it had been used for the 
purpose of wiping up blood. 
On the 
margin of the paper was written in Eng­ 
lish—the writing being evidently that of 
a G erm an—the words “ Kohler Helab, 
Hoboken H otel,” and right under, this 
was repeated several times. A portion of 
another newspaper stained with blood 
was also found. There are wagon tracks 
all around the spot, but the police are of 
the opinion th a t they were made by 
wagons hauling material used in the res­ 
ervoir. Tracks, however, appear to have 
been made by a wheel-barrow, and those 
investigating the case are hopeful that 
this may prove a clue to aid them in un­ 
raveling the m ystery which now sur­ 
rounds the crime. 
Late last night a gardener living ou 
the border of the park near where the 
rem ains were found was awakened by a 
furious barking of his dogs. 
He seized 
hiB revolver and ran out doors. 
He saw 
an object moving from the direction of 
the park and hailed it. 
Receiving no 
reply he went to the Reservoir Hotel 
and told the proprietor, John Ernst, who 
also went out into the darkness and saw 
a man walking from the direction of the 
reservoir. 
He called to the man to halt, 
but hiB command received no attention 
and the mysterious visitor to the park 
disappeared in the darkness. The spot 
where the ghastly rem ains were fonnu is 
a very lonely one and at this time of the 
year is seldom if ever visitetl by anyone, 
and the police therefore think the parties 
seen by Ernst and tbe gardener are con­ 
nected with the crime which led to the 
placing of the body in this neglected 
portion of the park.

Dealing With tbc Dead Past. 
W a s h in g t o n , December 26.—The Am­ 
erican Historical Association, recently 
incorporated by Act of Congress, began 
its fifth annual meeting this evening in 
the lecture room of the Columbia Uni­ 
versity. William E. Pool, LL. D., Lib­ 
rarian of the Newberry Library, Chicago, 
as President of the Association, delivered 
the opening address. He Baid the desid­ 
eratum of our time is a history of the 
United States, prepared on the princi­ 
ples taught in the historical department 
of the John Hopkins University. Such a 
history would recognize the fact that a 
large number and important portion of 
our country lies west of the Allegheny 
mountains. Few of the Eastern his­ 
torians, he said, had been tall enough to 
look over the Appalachian range. The 
Northwest abounded in unwritten his­ 
torical material. Dr. Pool called atten­ 
tion to the fact that publications pur­ 
porting to be journals of the Continental 
Congress were not what they professed 
to be, but were selections made on some 
capricious and incomprehensible prin­ 
ciple. 
A new and revised edition of the 
journals of the Continental Congress was 
needed for the historical student. In 
closing his addresB, Dr. Pool said there 
were many manuscripts of great histori­ 
cal importance to this country in 
European archives. J. F. Stevens, an 
officer of the State Department, residing 
in London for twenty years, had 
been 
engaged 
at 
his own ex­ 
pense at the work of copying and 
arranging these records. Successive 
Secretaries of State had recommended 
Congress to make the appropriation for 
the purchase and publication of Stevens’ 
papers, but nothing has ever been done, 
and StevenB now proposed to issue five 
volumes of these papers at a cost to each 
subscriber of $500. A great government 
like ours should not require students of 
its history to supply themselves with this 
material at private expense. Professor 
George Howard’s work on local constitu­ 
tional history was described by his col­ 
league, Dr. A. G. Warner, of the Uni­ 
versity of Nebraska. 
The Hero of the Disaster Will Die.

O rle a n s , December 26.—The 
loss of life so far by burning of the 
steamer Hanna is placed at twenty-four. 
Of the injured men in the hospital, four 
or five will die, among them Givens, the 
sailor, who was the hero of the disaster. 

His nose 
is gone and his eyes burned out, his left 
arm is completely burned away and the 
left side and leg charred. The funeral 
of such victims as had beeu recovered 
took place to day, flags of steamers in 
the harbor being placed at half mast.

M a r b l e h e a d , December 
26. — Last 
night's fire burned over an area of 
twelve acres. The buildings surrounding 
the one in which the fire started were 
wooden shells and it seemed as if every­ 
where the sparks flew a fire started. In 
fifteen minutes from the time the first 
alarm rang the entire business portion 
was a sea of flame. Assistance was sum­ 
moned from Lynn, Salem and Swamp- 
scott. These quickly responded. It is 
estimated that the loss is between $500,­ 
000 and $600,000. The entire shoe man 
ufacturing district, the principal business 
of the town, was burned to the ground. 
Fully sixty buildings are consumed. 
The flames spread with such rapidity 
that scarcely anything was saved. Ten­ 
ants residing in dwelling houses were 
completely cleaned out. 
After licking 
op the great shoe factories, the sheds, and 
fruit stands, the small tenement houses 
were consumed with great rapidity. 
It 
seemed as if the entire town was domed. 
Bv this time help arrived and the city 
was flooded with strangers from the sur­ 
rounding towns. 
At 3 o’clock the fire 
was under control. 
This stolid old 
burgh in June, 1877, was visited by a 
fire which swept over nearly the same 
district. 
During the progress of the 
present fire 
several explosions were 
heard. 
Fully 1000 workmen are thrown 
oat of employment. 
The most reliable estimates of the to 
tal losses are $800,000 and 1,000 or more 
men are thrown out of employment and 
many families 
rendered 
temporarily 
homeless. Thirty-seven structures were 
destroyed. 
Thirteen 
were 
dwelling 
houses, twelve factories and thirteen 
miscellaneous. 
So quickly 
did 
the 
flames spread that whole blocks were 
ruined in fifteen minutes. 
It is now es­ 
timated that between eight and nine 
acres were burned over. Charles Choate, 
who broke his leg by jumping from the 
second-story window, is the only injured 
person reported. 
The heat on all sides 
was so intense that the curbstones were 
cracked and crumbled, and bar rails 
were twisted out of shape. 
The water 
supply was indadequate. None of the 
manufacturers believe it possible to re­ 
build this winter and there is a general 
feeling of depression in town.

D e n v e r , December 26.—A fatal acci 
dent has just occurred on Fifteenth 
street, between Tremont 
and Court 
Place, whieh resulted in the instant 
death of four men and mortally wound 
ing two others. The Denver Gas Com­ 
pany had 100 men employed excavating: 
a ditch six feet deep alongside of anc 
underneath the track of the cable car 
line, when suddenly the track for an en­ 
tire block fell, crushing the life out of 
and imprisoning the men underneath. 
Men were immediately set to work re 
moving the fallen track, and four dead 
and two badly wounded have just been 
removed. The other men escaped with 
more or less bruises. It is not yet known 
whether any more are underneath the 
track or not. The names of the dead 
and wounded are not yet ascertained. 
The dead are William Kalley, 50 years 
old, married, with a large family; Joseph 
Trainer, leaves a widow; Mike Dillon 
single; an unknown man about 40 years 
old, and James McCuan, badly crushed, 
cannot recover. The excavation was be­ 
ing made for the purpose of removing a 
gas pipe from under the track and the 
accident is believed to be due to careless­ 
ness on the part of the gas company in 
neglecting to place proper supporters 
under the track when the men were at 
work.

W a s h i n g t o n , December 26.—The War 
Department has received no additional 
particulars concerning the arrest of Gen­ 
eral Stanley, commanding the Depart­ 
ment of Texas, and has issued no in­ 
structions to him in regard to his future 
action.
